As to sound morals, the peopie have long known 
they were proscribed at Court; and, when a charge of 
want of moral virtue comes from a nest of known delin- 
quents, it carries its own conviction with it.

236. The United Provinces are a striking proof that the spi- 
rit of liberty, when animated and conducted by public virtue, 15 
invineible. Whilst under the dominion of the Liouse of Austria, 
they were little better than a poor assemblage of fishing towns 
and villages; but the virtue of one great man not only enabled 
them to throw off that inhuman yoke, but to make a respecta- 
ble figure amongst the first powers in Europe. All the diiferent 
states of Europe, founded by our gothic ancestors, were origi- 
nally free: liberty was as truly their birthright as it is ours, and 
though they have been worried out of it by fraud, or robbed of 
it by violence, yet their inherent right to it still subsists, though 
the exercise of that right is superseded and restrained by force. 
Hence no despotic government can ever subsist without that 
instrument of tyranny and oppression—a standing army; for 
all illegal power must ever be supported by the same means by 
which it was at first acquired. France was not broken into the 
yoke of slavery tll the mfamous administrations of Richelieu 
and Mazarin. But thoug!h loyalty and zeal for the glory of 
their prince seem to form the characteristic of the French na- 
tion, yet the late glorious stand against the arbitrary imposi- 
tions of the crown, wiich will immortalize the parliament of 
Paris, proves that they submit to their chains with reluctance. 
Luxury isthe real bane of public virtue, and consequently of 
liberty ; which gradually sinks in proportion as the manners of 
“a people are softened and corrupted. Whenever, therefore, this 
essential spirit, as I may term it, of a free nation is totally dissi- 
pated, the people become a mere caput mortuum, a dead inert 
mass, incapable of resuscitation, and ready to receive the 
deepest impressions of slavery. ‘I hus the public virtue of Thra- 
sybulus, Pelopidas, and Epaminondas, Philopzmen, Aratus, 
Dion, &c. restored their respective states to freedom and power 
because, though liberty was suppressed, yet the spirit of it still 
remained, and acquired new vivor trom oppression : Phocion 
and Demosthenes failed, because corruption had extin- 
guished public virtue, and luxury had changed the spint of h- 
berty into licentiousness and servility.—E. W. Montawu.—Re-

robbing inall places. Upon this, I, who took the boldness to 
speak freely before the Cardinal, said, there was no reason to 
wonder at ihe matter, since this way of p inishing thieves, was 
neither just in itself, ner good for the public; for, as the se- 
verity was too great, so the remedy was not effectual, simple 
theft not being so great a crime, that it ought to cost a man his 
life; aud no pu inishment how severe soever, being able to re- 

strain dies frem robbing, who con tind out no other way of 
hivelihood: and in this, said J, net only you in England, buta 
great part of the world, imitate seme ill masters, that are readier 
to chastise their seholars than to teach them. There are 
dreadtul punishments enacted against thieves; but it were much 
Leiter to tiake such good provisions, as that every man might 
be put ina metiod hew to live, and so be 3 Preserved from the 
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fatal necessity of stealing, and of dying for it.— Sir Thomas 
More. Utopia, 1516 (Bishop Burnet’s Translation.)

240. So far is it from truth, that increasing the power of the 
crown establishes the dominion of the monarch, it uniformly 
weakens his authority. The most despotic prince is the least 
secure: his power and his life are ecually subject to the mo- 
mentary caprices of the populace and individual outrage. Yet 
princes finding they are more hated as they. are more feared, 
and more feared and hated as they employ the slaves of power, 
continue by augmenting their mercenaries, to excite universal 
odium, and fix unalterably their own destruction.

‘These facts de- 
velop the secret terrors of govermnent at a numerous aud in- 
creasing population. "Thus the strength of the people is the 
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weakness of government, which endeavours to sustain itself by 
augmenting the means of its desolation.— George Ensor. Ree 
dical Reform, Restcration of Usurped Rights, 1819.

NEWS FOR THE LEGITIMATES! THE POPE A 
DEMOCRAT? 


Tuer general surprize expressed at the glorious revolutions of 
Spain, Naples, Sicily, and Portugal, will be materially duninished, 
by the intelligence we have to communicate to the public. 
This intelligence is shortly comprised in our sub-head; for good 
Cutholics must acknowledge the supremacy of the Pope; and his 
opinions and exhortations are generally implicitly obeyed. His 
present Holiness must therefore feel particularly gratified at these 
events; and we may very shortly expect to hear that Roate is again 
erected into a Repussic, with his Holiness as Chief President !

child and champion” of that unholy democracy, against which 
the anathemas of the Holy Alliance are so particularly directed. 

Many good and pious Catholies would hardly believe us but that 
we have his Holiness’s confession of his political faith, under his 
own hand and seal, ina ‘ Discourse of his Eminence Cardinal 
Chiaramonti, Bishop of Imola, mow Pope Prus VII, addressed to 
his diocesans, on Christmas Day, in 1797,” translated from the 
Italian. After drawing an enthusiastic portrait of the blessings 
of Christianity, his Holiness proceeds to define the nature of the 
relation of man to society, and the principles which ought lo 
regulate his conduct. / 

“Twill speak to you neither of Sparta, nor of Athens; I will be 
silent on the famous (cgislation of Lycurgus, and of Solon; and even 
on that of Carthage, the rival of Rome. Our thoughts aud our 
recollections go back with more propriety to the ancient Roman 
Republic. Consider my brethren, the illustrious citizens who 
adorned her, and the means by which they established their rights to 
admiration.t Shall 1 rehearse the courage of Mutius Scevola, of 
Curtius, of the two Scipios, of Torquatus, of Camillus, and of so 
many others who flourished at those memorable epochs? Their 
culogiums, traced by a crowd of writers, are still the instructors of 
posterity! Cato of Utica, of whom it was said that glory pursued 
him, in proportion to the obstinacy with which he fled from it, 
Cato wilk inform you how Rome extended her renown, and enlarged 
the boundaries of her rerusitic.” 

‘** Here we have a short exposé of the Roman virtues, in the 
renowned times of the REPUBLIC; virtues panegyrized even by the 
fathers of the church; amongst the rest by that sublime philo- 
sopher, St. Augustin, who draws a picture worthy of his talents, 

The greatness and renown of rHose REPUBLICAN s, Were, according 
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d other things.” 


Naples, and Portugal, have not only considered, but 
s¢opted those means te which his holiness refers. 
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to this illustrious doctor, rue ReEwaARpD which a sust Gop thoucht 
fit to grant to their labours, and virrugs! for amongst that 
people, the inspiration of natural reason, though degraded by the 
insatiable thirst of glory, stimulated them powerfully to the prac- 
tice of morality. If in this they surpassed the very nations who 
were their elders in the order of ages, and in the progress of civili. 
zation ; if, according to the opinion of Cato, and the doctrine of 
the fathers of the church, their laudable qualities enhanced the 
splendour of Roman liberty, and merited for that people temporal 
favors, with how much greater reason ought we to recognise the 
necessity of tvirlue in OUR DEMOCRATICAL STATB:—we, who do 
not profane our homages at the feet of lying divinities: we, to 
whom divine goodness has manifested itself by prophecies and 
prodigies undeniable; we, who to the infidel nations still point out 
the places sanctified by the birth of the Word made man, by his 
preachings, by his death, and by the miracle of his resurrection ! 
The mora virtues, which consist in the Love oF orpbER, will 
make us Goop Democrats; but democrats of that PuRE pe. 
mocracy, which labours without relaxation for the common 
wexrare; and which, abjuring enmity, perfidy, and ambition, is 
as solicitous to respect the rights of others, as to accomplish its own 
duties. This will be CONSOLIDATED EQUALITY; which, in 
its just acceptation, exhibits THe Law hoverin® over all the mem- 
bers of the social body, to direct, protect, and punish ; which, in 
conformance with the prvyinre and nuMAN Laws, preserves to each 
man the faculties necessary forthe accomplishment of his duties; 
and which, guaranteeing the welfare of individuals, and the we’. 
fare of all, points out to every member of the democratic slate, 
the just measure of what he owes to Gop, to mimsexr, and to mg 
rquats!

co-operates to the good of all, in proportion to the extent of his 
faculties, physical and moral; and when, in return, he reaps froin 
the social protection all the advantages which he has a right to 
expect, An absolute equality, of natural and intellectual force, of 
wealth, property, virtue, never did, and never will exist.”

But his holiness does not rest satis- 
fied with demonstrating the consonance of democracy with reason 
and revelation ;—hce alleges that it is the necessary consequence. of 
the cultivation of the Christian faith, and exclaims—* Give me 
a man burning with the love of God, and this doctrine he will find 
in his heart '”’ 

Having thus obtained the sanction of the Pepe, for more than 
our radical ertmes, we may surely call upon the British Catholics 
to join the standard of reform, asthe only Christian and rational 
means of atchieving eivil equality for themsclves. In the mean 
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‘sane, Dr. Slop will, of course, include his Holiness among the 
soeperadoes who would unhinge the order of legitimate sociely and 
recommend the Holy Alliance to muster their forces, znd push him 
from his stool. It is now apparent there, and how, the Spanish, 
Neapolitan, and Portuguese revolutionists learn theircreed. They 
seceived it from the head of their religion; and their implicit 
obedience is easily accounted for. 





OVERSIGHT OF HER MAJESTY’S COUNSEL. 


—_-- -— 


Tuoucn every degree of credit must be given to her Majesty's 
counsel, for their indefatigable exertions in this unprecedented 
cause, they will net, weare sure, take it ami'ss, if we notice an 
irregularity, which has been suffered to the prejudice of her Ma 
jesty’s case, with any observation upon its evident injustice. It 
has been objected that Mr. Copley should not have been allowed 
to sum up, unless Mr. Brougham had been permitted to com- 
mence his reply. But why should Mr. Copley have been permitted 
tosumupatall, He had no right to sur up aé that period, if the 
practice of Courts of Justiee were at all attended to. The regular 
course of proceeding is, for the Attorney-General to open his case, 
and to call bis witnesses. Ue has so right to seu up his own evi- 
dence, ner to sam upatatl Whoever heard before of the sum- 
ming up of a counsel? This has been generally considered the 
peeutiar province of the Judge: but the Solicitor-General perhaps 
thought the affair in the hands of such gueer judges, that it was ne- 
cessary for him to usurp their province, and sum up for them. But 
even this will not set the matter right; for if Mr. Solicitor-Ge- 
neral were playing the Judge, who ever heard of a Judge summing 
up half'a case, and that half the statement of the prosecutor? When 
the witnesses for the crown were examined, the case for the crown 
had closed; and Mr. Brougham should bave been called upen to 
proceed with the defence, or to make his election of an adjourn- 
ment. Then, when Mr. Brougham had closed his case, the Soli- 
citor-General might have replied (uot summed up) and the case 
would have been complete. 

The impudence that could induce the Solicitor-General to make 
his summing-up, as he with equal insolence, dared to call it, is 
ony equalled by the negleet of the Lord Chancellor to call him to 
order, and inform him he had no right to interfere. It is almost 
equally singular that Mr. Brougham did not object to it. Perhaps 
'e supposed that in consideration of this irregularity being allowed, 
he snould have been permitted to commence his reply; bat he has 
to deal with men, who can only be held by a positive bond; and he 
should have wade sure of bis equivalent, before he surrendered 
an advantage to the enemy. It is, however, astonishing, that no 
noble Lord should have perceived this deviation from established 
pis ig oe co of the accused. This will now become a

up; and a final reply on the merits of the whole case. The firs 
reply is an usurpation, permitted origiually by an interested jude. 
to serve political purposes. One statement of charge, the evidence. 
the defence, and the evidence in support of the defence, is all that 
was known to the principles of our law; and the reply of the 
Attorney-General in cases of libel, has hardly yet the custom of 
half a century to plead tn its favour. 

For the rest, the case of the Queen gains ground ; the convicting 
spreads that on such evidence, no one ought to be condemned ;

COMMISSION AT YORK. 


The special commission at York has terminated its labours, 
without blood. An offer was made to all ihe prisoners, that if 
they would consent to plead guilty, their lives should be spared. To 
this they all assented ; and the business ended by passing sentence. 
The mercy of the administration has been loudiy eatulled for this 
forbearance ; but without much reason, unless mercy has become 
a visitant with them since they signed the warrants for the exe- 
cution of Wilson, at Glasgow, who was recommended to their mercy, 
and that of Baird, and Hardie, at Stirling, who were entitled to 
every merciful consideration. For our own parts, we are satisfied 
the crown prosecutors could not prove their case, or they would 
not have waived the trials; but the prisoners were perfectly right 
in acceding to terms, the worst consequence of which would be 
but to remove them from a couutry where labour will not enable 
them to live, to one where they may have a chance of finding a 
competence. Transporiation can be no punishment frou a country 
like this: and the fear of packed juries, and suborned wiinesses, 
might well prompt unprotected individuals to desire to avoid a 
trial, under every disadvantage. The cause of the prosecution 
being given up, may be easily inferred from the following para- 
graph:—'* On Wednesday week, about noon 13 witnesses against 
the prisoners arrived in York, most of thein in an apparent stale 
of intovication , they were attended by severe! constables, and placed 
oa small uninhabited house in Ness-gate, Some of them at first 
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cefused to enter, alledging that they had been closely confined more 
chan twenty weeks, merely that they might appear against their neigh- 
bours, but positively declared that they wourp not! They were 
however soon forced into the house, and an immense crowd assem- 
hledin the street. The wiinesses threw open the windows, and 
some of them waving their bats, called out ‘“* Hunt for ever? 
and made other similar exclamations; till at length it was found 
requisite to provide two York police officers, to stand guard in the 
front of the house. More witnesses arrived in the evening, and the 
crowd encreased. It was ultimately thought proper to remove the 
wiinesses, to sume other place, and they were divided into three par- 
tick, and placed at a public-house in the city.” . 
This unmanageable disposition on the part of the witnesses, 1s 
the prompter, doubtless, of the mercy of the prosecutors; but 
we rejoice at any cause which spares the shedding of blood, and 
such diseraceful exhibitions as those on the Sabbath erected 


shambles at the Oid Bailey, and the recent manglings at Glasgow 
and Stirling.
